LAST CHANCE 


TO SAVE HALL 


A COMMUNITY centre used by 
almost 700 people each week could 
face closure if no volunteers come 
forward to help run it. 

Organisers at the Hanwell Fields 
Community Centre announced in 2013 
they would be stepping down, but two 
years later still no one has volunteered 
to fill the void. 

The Rotary Way hub plays host to 25 
organisations, from Scouts and Bea- 
vers to toddler groups and youth clubs. 

But administrator Peter Goode, who 
has been running the centre as a vol- 
unteer with Chris Gaynor, said the 
pair could no longer continue. 

A decision on the future of the centre 
will be made at its annual meeting, on 
September 14. 

Mr Goode, who lives in Banbury, said 
he feared the worst if nobody was will- 
ing to volunteer. 

He added: “The community asso- 
ciation members have worked hard 
to make it such a success, but it now 
needs new members who can bring 
fresh input and energy. 

“Having given notice to step down 
more than two years ago, we really 
can’t keep going indefinitely. The sad 
reality is that, if no-one comes for- 
ward, we will have to close.

“The centre has become a real asset 
to Hanwell Fields and is used daily by a 
range of community groups and fami- 
lies. 

“Tt has been incredibly rewarding to 
see the centre become a hub which has 
helped to build this new community in 
Banbury. 

“T would urge anyone who wants to 
make a difference, get to know new peo- 
ple and get involved in their communi- 
ty, to come forward and volunteer.” 

A deal was struck with Hanwell 
Fields Primary School to manage 
bookings and building maintenance. 

However, the terms of the lease 
agreement with Cherwell District 
Council mean the association still 
needs to run the hall. 

According to the 71-year-old, the 
agreement states that management of 
staff, charges and opening times are 
left to the association. 

The council said it valued the cen- 
tre and would seek a new tenant if 
Hanwell Fields ceased to operate, but 
it was not clear how long that would 
leave users on the sidelines. 
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Dance teacher Joanne Merry — who 
has been using the centre for her busi- 
ness, Joanne Merry School of Dance, 
for eight years — said she would be dev- 
astated if she had to look elsewhere. 

Ms Merry, of Middleton Cheney, add- 
ed: “A lot of my girls come from Han- 
well Fields housing estate and, if I am 
forced further afield, I could lose pupils. 

“It is my business, so it would be dev- 
astating. I have built up my girls for 
eight years. Some of my girls have been 
coming in and I have seen some of them 
grow into teenagers and young women.”

A HIGH-FIVE between a teacher and her 
student summed up the atmosphere at Ban- 
bury Academy. 

Almost a fifth of its students got three or more A 
or A*grades in their GCSEs. 

But while a quarter of pupils got an English Bac- 
calaureate, the school would not reveal the per- 
centage of pupils with five A* to C grades. 

Nor would it say how many students got five A * 
to C grades including English and maths, or how 
many students sat GCSEs.

She added that nationally results were still in a 
state of decline.

Drop in top grade numbers 


THE proportion of GCSEs given 
top grades across the country 
has dipped slightly, despite a 
rise in the number of exams 
getting at least a C grade. 

Pupils in England, Northern 
Ireland and Wales were 
awarded A* to C grades in 69 per 
cent of exams, up from 68.8 per 
cent last year. 

But the number who got A* 
grades dropped from 6.7 per 
cent in 2014 to 6.6 per cent this 
year. 

Girls once again outperformed 
boys but the gender gap has 
narrowed, with 73.1 per cent of 
exams taken by female students 
scoring at least a C grade 


compared to 64.7 per cent of 
those taken by males. 

Maths was once again the 
most popular subject, with 
761,230 entries. 

Secretary of State for 
Education Nicky Morgan said: 
“This marks the culmination of 
years of hard work for pupils, 
teachers and parents and I want 
to congratulate them on their 
achievements.” 

There has been a rise in the 
number of 17-year-olds taking 
English and maths GCSEs 
following a change in policy by 
the Government, which means 
those who do not get at least a 
grade C in them at 16 must 


carry on studying them. 

There was also a fall in the 
number of students sitting 
these exams early. 

The Joint Council for 
Qualifications, an umbrella 
body representing exam boards 
across the country, said this 
showed the effect of 
Government policies on exams. 

Director general Michael 
Turner said: “At a national 
level, there is very little change 
in this year’s results but we do 
see educational policies 
continuing to have an effect on 
results at a subject level. This is 
particularly the case in English, 
mathematics and the sciences.”

HEROIC actions of an RAF 
pilot, who sacrificed his life to 
fight a German bomber, have 
been remembered in a Battle 
of Britain ceremony. 

Sgt Pilot Bruce Hancock RAFVR 
was 26 years old when he took off 
from RAF Windrush on August 19, 
1940, to practise night flying in his 
Avro Anson training aircraft. 

He was spotted and chased by a 
Heinkel. The gunner opened fire, 
but Sgt Hancock could not fire 
back as his plane carried no ar- 
moury. He decided his only option 
was a drastic one and promptly 
rammed the Heinkel’s underside. 

Both aircraft fell to the ground in 
flames and all crew from both were 
killed.

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Water bills to 
rise by less 
for sewer job 


THE increase in the county’s water 
bills to fund London’s new £4.2bn 
super sewer is to be less than 
previously predicted. 

Thames Water says the predicted 
cost of the project will see 
customers pay up to £25 extra in 
bills before inflation —- down from 
the £80 predicted in 2011. 

The 15-mile Thames tideway 
tunnel will tackle untreated sewage 
that overflows into the river. 

Thames Water chief executive, 
Martin Baggs, said: “This is a truly 
momentous day for London and the 
River Thames. 

“Our current annual bills already 
include £7 for the tunnel and this 
will eventually rise to a total of £20 
to £25 before inflation. 

“This is sharply down from the 
original maximum estimate of £70 
to £80 set four years ago. 

“The really good news is that 
cheaper finance and other 
efficiencies mean that this hugely 
important piece of national 
infrastructure can be built while 
keeping our bills at or around their 
current level, before inflation, for at 
least the next five years.”

Aicohol seized in 
yobs crackdown 


Summer campaign seeks 
to tackle antisocial crimes 
and underage drinkers

ALCOHOL has been seized 
from nearly 50 under-18s in 
a North Oxfordshire sum- 
mer police operation tack- 
ling antisocial behaviour. 

Noisy neighbours and street 
drinking are being tackled as 
Thames Valley Police — in part- 
nership with Cherwell District 
Council - cracks down with Op- 
eration Jazz. 

The operation was launched 
again at the beginning of the 
school holidays and officers 
have already seized alcohol 
from 48 under-18s. 

One village benefitting from 
the extra patrols is Caversfield, 
near Bicester, where a bus shel- 
ter has been repeatedly van- 
dalised, causing hundreds of 
pounds of damage. 

Extra patrols of the village 
were added to Operation Jazz 
after the Caversfield parish 
clerk, Jane Olds, reported the 
damage to police. 

She said: “Operation Jazz is 
definitely a good idea and we 
have not had any more damage

to the shelter since, so it seems 
to be having an effect. Anything 
that can be done as a positive is 
a good thing.” 

The operation, rolled out each 
summer, is now in its fourth 
year and is aimed at combating 
noise complaints and antisocial 
behaviour incidents. 

The scheme aims to provide 
a quick response to problems 
including noise complaints, un- 
derage drinking and house par- 
ties, particularly overnight on 
Fridays and Saturdays. 

Last year, 169 incidents were 
attended by officers as part of 
Operation Jazz. 

Of those, 69 per cent were 
noise-related, seven per cent 
were underage parties and nine 
per cent were alcohol or anti- 
social behaviour-related. Other 


incidents included two missing 
14-year-olds found, two drink 
drivers, one attempted burglary 
thwarted, a domestic row anda 
possible rave. 

Cherwell and West Oxford- 
shire police inspector Helen 
Roberts said: “It is a great ex- 
ample of the working partner- 
ship between the district coun- 
cil and the police and shows 
how valuable special constables 
are to the policing of our com- 
munities.” 

As a result of last year’s op- 
eration, warning letters were 
sent to parents after alcohol sei- 
zures. Two individuals signed 
Acceptable Behaviour Con- 
tracts, agreeing to not engage 
in antisocial behaviour. 

This year’s operation ends on 
September 12.

Straight Outta Compton has ‘a whiff of nepotism, overpowered by fumes of whitewash’ 


STRAIGHT OUTTA COMPTON (15, 
147 mins), a musical drama with 
O'Shea Jackson Jr, Corey Hawkins, 
Jason Mitchell, Aldis Hodge, Neil 
Brown Jr, Paul Giamatti. Director: F 
Gary Gray 


WHENEVER Hollywood im- 
mortalises pages from his- 
tory at 24 frames per second, 
it’s wise to treat each lus- 
trous dramatisation with a 
pinch of salt. 

Rigorous factual accuracy is 
often sacrificed at the altar of 
artistic licence. 

In the case of F Gary Gray’s 
engrossing film, you will need to 
grab bulging fistfuls of sodium 
chloride. 

Not only are two of the key 
protagonists of this rags to mu- 
sical riches biopic listed as ex- 
ecutive producers, one of the 
men — rapper turned actor Ice 
Cube - is portrayed on screen by 
his own son. 

The faint whiff of nepotism 
is overpowered by heady fumes 
of whitewash from Jonathan 
Herman and Andrea Berloff’s 
script, which neglects to address 
accusations of misogyny and 
homophobia levelled at Califor- 
nia hip hop collective NWA. 

Regardless of the rosy tint to 
director Gray’s lens, Straight 
Outta Compton is a fascinating 
portrait of youthful exuberance, 
raw ambition and racial divide 
that rubs some of that salt into 
the deep wounds inflicted since 
the police shooting of teenager 
Michael Brown in Ferguson. 

The film opens in 1986 with 
pals Dr Dre (Corey Hawkins), 
Eazy-E (Jason Mitchell), Ice 
Cube (O’Shea Jackson Jr), MC 
Ren (Aldis Hodge) and DJ Yella 
(Neil Brown Jr) searching for an 
outlet for their creativity. 

Tensions are high between po- 


lice and black youths — random 
stop and searches are an unwel- 
come part of neighbourhood life. 

“T’m the only gangster round 
here,” snarls one officer. 

With gentle persuasion from 
his buddies, Eazy-E sets up his 
own label, Ruthless Records, and 
the group’s first release Boyz-n- 
the-Hood piques the interest of 
Jerry Heller (Paul Giamatti). 

He sweet talks Eazy-E into be- 
coming the band’s manager. 

“What does NWA stand for? 
No Whites Allowed?” asks Jerry 
naively. 

An electrifying live perfor- 
mance leads to a deal with Pri- 
ority Records founded by Bryan 
Turner (Tate Ellington). 

Ice Cube grows increasingly 
concerned about Eazy-E’s close 
working relationship with Hel- 
ler and the absence of contracts 
for the rest of the group. 

He eventually leaves and goes 
solo, sparking a bitter war of 
rhymes between the former 
band mates. 

Ice Cube aligns himself with 
Suge Knight (R Marcus Tay- 
lor) and together they establish 
Death Row Records. 

Meanwhile, Dr Dre also turns 
his back on Eazy-E and NWA 
and channels his energy into 
working as a producer for oth- 
er acts including Snoop Dogg 
(Keith Stanfield) and Tupac 
Shakur (Marcc Rose). 

Straight Outta Compton might 
run to a holler short of two-and- 
a-half hours but Gray’s film has 
sufficient swagger to hold our at- 
tention. Hawkins, Mitchell and 
Jackson Jr deliver accomplished 
performances as the sometimes 
deluded pioneers of a hip hop 
revolution. 

Musical performances pulse 
with energy including a stand- 
off with police at a concert that 
culminates in a riot.

BASED on the hugely successful 
Hitman videogame series, 
Aleksander Bach’s frenetic 
action thriller hopes to atone for 
a 2007 film version with Timothy 
Olyphant as the genetically 
engineered assassin. 

Rupert Friend is cast this time 
as the enigmatic 47, who carries 
out contracts on high-profile 
targets for the International 
Contracts Agency. 
Unfortunately, a huge 
corporation wishes to exploit 
his abilities to create an army of 
obedient killers. So 47 joins 
forces with the daughter of the 
man who initiated the Agent 
program, while evading 
enemies including a tenacious 
CIA operative called John Smith 
(Zachary Quinto).

COLE (Zac Efron) is a 23-year- 
old aspiring DJ, who lives in the 
San Fernando Valley with his 
friends. 

They all dream of success in 
the music and acting industries 
but big breaks are elusive, even 
for talented wannabes, and Cole 
and his posse struggle to make 
ends meet. 

One night, Cole crosses paths 
with James Reed (Wes Bentley), 
an established DJ, who has 
steadily risen through the 
ranks. James takes Cole under 
his wing and offers his protege a 
shot at getting to know the right 
people and becoming a record 
producer. As Cole hones his 
craft, he becomes attracted to 
James’ younger girlfriend 
Sophie (Emily Ratajkowski). 
This potential betrayal of trust 
drives a wedge between Cole and 
his mentor, and the fast-rising 
DJ must decide whether he 
should put his nascent career on 
hold for the sake of an uncertain 
and deeply damaging romance. 


CakeBooks 


A Little Life by Hanya Yanagihar, 
hardback by Pan Macmillan, 
£16.99 (ebook £6.59). 

At the opening of A Little Life, 
Malcolm, Willem, JB and Jude, all 
in their early twenties, have arrived 
in New York and are attempting 

to translate the ambitions and 
friendships formed at college into 
a harsher world. Each is wrestling 
with dilemmas: privilege and pen- 
nilessness, parents too doting or 
too absent. Jude, on his way to 
becoming a ruthlessly effective 
lawyer, appears unable to escape a 
traumatic past. 

Their lives unwind over three dec- 
ades as their relationships deepen 
and get more complex. Jude comes 
to dominate the narrative, as we 
learn about the abuse to which he 
was subjected, Yanagihara deftly 
explores how the experiences of 
childhood unfold down the years. 
This is no simple redemption story 
and she continues to plunge Jude 
back into the pit from which others 


are trying to free him. 

The characters’ unswerving devo- 
tion to each other can feel unreal- 
istic, their success in their respec- 
tive fields —- Willem a movie star, 
Malcolm an international architect, 
JB exhibiting at MoMA - improb- 
able. Yanagihara has created a 
fairytale. In the suspension of our 
disbelief, she is able to immerse us 
in her characters. 


The Sunshine Cruise Company by 
John Niven, hardback by Wil-

£6.64) 

What do you do when you're a 
60-year-old middle-class housewife 
and your comfortable suburban 
life is destroyed by your husband's 
eye-watering death in a sex dun- 
geon? If you’re Susan Frobisher, 
you recruit your best friend, a 
wheelchair-bound octogenarian 
nymphomaniac and a straight-laced 
amateur dramatics fan to rob a 
bank. John Niven’s sharp satire 


on modern British life follows the 
quartet as they flee to the south of 
France with the loot, trying to keep 
ahead of blundering detectives. It 

is profane, raucous and at times 
makes you wince, yet comes with 
an undercurrent of tenderness. If 
you like your humour dark and your 
jokes filthy, it should definitely be 
in the bag for a late holiday.

Old cars on up 


@ SALES of old bangers are rising, with 
prices increasing for cars more than 
10.5 years old. Even though there are 
now more coming on to the market, 
the average price at auction has risen 
from £725 in 2013 to £875 this June. 
The availability of cheap PCP (personal 
contract plan) deals for new cars has 
encouraged drivers to give up their 
bangers. However there has been a 
substantial rise in demand. Rupert 
Pontin, head of valuations at Glass’s, 
said: “Since the start of 2013, the 
number of cars over 10.5 years old 
being sold at auction has increased by 
around 50 per cent. However, enough 
new buyers are entering the market to 
soak up the extra volume. Partially this 
is as a result of improving economic 
conditions. The quality of older cars is 
improving all the time, which helps.” 


@ DRIVERS of cars with Daytime Running 
Lights (DRLs) are being urged to 
remember to also switch on rear lights 
when it's dark. GEM Motoring Assist 
chief executive David Williams said: 
“By relying on your car's automatic 
DRL setting, you will find yourself in 
the hazardous situation of having no 
rear lights on when it’s dark.”

IT IS not often that a humble 
hatchback has the power to 
surprise, but Nissan’s Pulsar 
managed it. 

Since easing itself away from 
building conservative cars, the 
Japanese manufacturer has 
carved a substantial niche with 
its range of crossover vehicles. 

But as successful as the funky 
Juke and Qashqai have been, Ni- 
ssan clearly felt there remained 
a market for a more convention- 
ally-styled five-door family car. 

This one packs a series of seri- 
ous surprises. First, it is bigger 
than expected, with loads of in- 
terior room, especially in the 
rear, and is packed with technol- 
ogy. But the biggest revelation is 
the luxurious fit and finish. 

The Pulsar starts at £15,995 and 
even the entry-level model in 
the four-trim range comes with 
plenty of equipment, including 
air conditioning, alloy wheels 
and electric windows. A tyre 
pressure monitoring system and 
six airbags are standard. 

The most impressive aspect 
of the car is the space it offers. 
Clever packaging, and the long- 
est wheelbase in its class, give 
the Pulsar loads of rear leg and 
shoulder room. Power on the

test car came from a 1.2-litre 
DIG-T petrol unit, which de- 
spite its small capacity punches 
well above its weight. The tur- 
bocharged engine delivers 115 
horsepower, which gives com- 
fortable cruising and the pos- 
sibility of day-to-day fuel con- 
sumption in the mid-50s. 
Driving through a six-speed 
manual transmission, it of- 
fers sharper acceleration and 
greater flexibility than a 1.6-li- 
tre naturally aspirated engine 
and is fitted as standard with an 
idle start-stop system. Diesel en- 
thusiasts have the option of the 
Nissan/Renault alliance’s tried 


and trusted 1.5-litre dCi diesel 
engine. The cabin is a pleasant 
surprise, with high-quality ma- 
terials and glossy piano black 
trim giving a real quality feel. 
The test model was fitted with 


steering wheel-mounted con- 
trols, Bluetooth phone link, for- 
ward emergency braking, auto- 
matic lights and wipers, keyless 
entry and an engine stop-start 
button. 

At the top of the range, the 
Tekna specification car comes 
with the so-called safety shield 
system with moving object de- 
tection, lane departure warning 
and blind spot warning.
